Why People Are Resentful. 


William Mather Lewis, director of the Savings Division of 


the Treasury Department, was present at a conference of the 
New England' directors of thevc|ivis|on which was held this 
week at the Boston Federal Reserve IBank, and had something 
to say relative (o what the people must do to aid in bringing 
down the cost of living. 
llc'saicl that "as long as the people 


continue buying unneeded luxuries and paying any price lo 
get them the'work of lowering the high cost of living will be 
hindered." 


Continuing, Mr. Lewis said the country will be on a trying 


and artificial basis for a number of years, caused by after-war 
conditions; that the country is in a period of reconstruction 
and that if the people arc to'assist Ihfe'yWeftljIVfflMi lowering 
high prices they must be more careful in, th.eir buying. 
The 


prices complained of he attributes to inflation of the currency, 
to less production 'than was needed during the war and to a 
greater call for goods. 


Without doubt there is some truth in what Mr. Lewis says, 


but there are not many who will accept it as the whole truth. 
The people and high government oflicials are convinced that 
profiteering is rampant throughout the country in practically 
all lines of business, otherwise there would be no occasion for 
such action as the government is taking in an effort to bring 
[about''different-conditions. 
iWliile undoubtedly it would be 


welljf people generally would be more careful in their buying 
there is little reason to expect they will be while employment 
is plentiful and wages are as high as they are now. 
As one 


newspaper said in commenting on the matter, "Americans 
want what they want whe nlhey want if, "and it might have 
added that they are very apt to have It if they have the money 
or the credit with which lo procure il. 


But it is clear lhal the foolish expenditure of money, which 


is altogether (oo common, is.not the only trouble or the chief 
trouble at this time. 
The actual necessaries of life, things 


which the people must have, are extremely high in price in 
spile of (he fact thai people are nol buying any more of Ihesc 
Ihaii they are obliged to. 
If careful buying would bring down 


prices we should see the effect in the realm of necessities, even 
though luxuries might remain high. 


The activity of the government in its attempt lo relieve the 


situation shows that il believes lhal prices arc higher than is 
necessary or just; lhat producers and dealers arc "laying it on" 
and thai something should be done to correct an evil that is 
growing worse instead of better nearly a year after the war 
ceased." It is felt lhat the law of,supply and demand has been 
annulled for Ihe lime being by methods tcnciin gto make (he 
rich richer and the poor poorer, and lhal those responsible for 
(his condition must be taught the error of their ways before 
Ihc country can enjoy the tranquility to which il is justly en- 
titled. 


Under all the circumstances it is idle to look for a speedy 


return lo cheap living, but the people have, a righl to demand 
lhal they be given al least the semblance of a square deal, and 
u n t i l they get this there will be unrest and justifiable com- 
plaint.
